Killed by a Catamount. 


In the Era of Saturday morning we 


published a brief account of tho killing 
of L. Palmiter, of Hamilton Township, 
this county, by a. catamount or panther, 
as the animal is variously known. 
Since then wo have been enabled to 
learn additional particulars of the sin- 
gular tragedy • from a resident of the 
township, who visited the scene. Mr.

In tho deep forest somo 
ciiles from Mr. Palmiter's home , iS;a 
leer-lick, which is still frequented by 
hose animals, despite tho inroads mado 
tpon their numbers by local sportsmen 
Mid the encroachments upon old haunts 
jy civilization. On. the afternoon of 
ho ,day above mentioned the old gcii- 
lemau announced to his family his in-1 
ention of watching-this deer-lick, and, 
aking his trusty rille, departed, it is. 
air to presume, with the object of got- 
ing a shot at a. fat buck, although the 
ramo laws do not countenance such 
sport at this time of tho year. Old 
residents, however, are not prone to 
regard suoh regulations, considering 
ihtfin moro.especially designed to pi'p- 
iCct game from •• tho wanton assaults of 
amateur sportsmen. Ho did not re- 
turn that night, a circumstance which 
caused his family no great •uneasiness, 
as Mr. Palmiter was not too feeble1 to

camping 
out 
alone cis a 


hardship. : .When the day was far 
spent, however, and still the absentee 
did not appear, his relatives bocarno 
anxious and thought somo misfortune 
might havo befallen him. and his broth- 
er sot out to' hunt him up. He made his 
way to the deer-H'ck by the shortest 
course and with all possible, haste, but 
iho sun was setting as ho approached 
the lonesome spot.

When the wagon ami tho various al- 


lowances arc reduced to a money valno 
tho average annual income of a fixed 
laborer amounts to about 805 francs, or 
one franc per day. 
This estimate is 


based on tho results of a prosperous 
year; but in bad years ••(estimated at 
ono in three) tho franc is reduced to 
eighty centimes. A further deduction 
must bo made to aUpw for tho deprecia- 
tion of the paper money in which tho 
wages are paid, ami in 1880 this depre- 
ciation amounted to ten per centum.; 
Tho wife of tho laborer earns by work? 
ing on the farm about eighty francs a 
year, and on the 445 francs the laborer 
must support himself and his family! 
as his only othpr'-sourco of income is ill 
selling a part of'his allowance in grain; 
which is rarely actually practiced, there 
being too siualTia'S.iirpltig. Tho wages 
of such a laborer tiro but fifty centimes 
a day, aad is »aid only for actual work- 
ing days,'..which uutnfccr, .whqn the
